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FOLLY OF HOARDING 


N THE whole the American people 
have responded intelligently to the 
latest 1 ar developments. 
But there are 
always selfish and foolish persons in any 
society. 
They do stupid things in normal 
times and it doesn’t matter much. 
In time 
of emergency they make serious trouble 
for everybody and so must be curbed, by 
admonition if possible, by drastic official 
action if necessary. 
There has been a fresh wave of hoard­ 
ing on the part of many housewives which 
is more than troublesome to retail grocers 
and which, unchecked, can cause needless­ 
ly high prices and artificial shortages.

FIRST 


One place where the surprise Japanese 
assault really created consternation Mas 
in inner America First circles. 
The isolationist generalissimos M e re as 
completely sunk as the ships bombed to 
the bottom of Pearl Harbor. 
Just a M 'eek previous, America First 
leaders had embarked on a new line of 
operations— open political 
activity— and 
had even gone so far as to spend a large 
sum of money for the campaign of an iso­ 
lationist candidate in the Seventh Mass­ 
achusetts District. 
Their No. I limelight attraction, ex- 
hero Lindbergh, was all set to take the 
stump in this fight. 
Also, he Mas quietly 
weighing whether to toss his hat into the 
1912 congressional elections arena. 
But the Japanese attack blasted all 
these ambitious schemes to smithereens— 
including the America First Committee it­ 
self— though not until after a sharp dis­ 
pute among the inner leaders. 
They split over the future of the or­ 
ganization. 
One group, led by General 
Robert Wood, favored immediate dissolu­ 
tion and full support of President Roose­ 
velt in the prosecution of the war.

other group wanted to hold off for a while 
to see what developed.

Errors in Chronometry of Life Injure Health

• Perfect health is a very difficult 
thing to define, probably largely 
because it doesn’t exist, It is a sort 
of abstraction made up of differ­ 
ent parts of different individuals’ 
ideals in some respect. 
You take the ideal of one man’s 
head of hair, another man’s pcr-

feet teeth, another man’s unusual 
eyesight, this fellow’s perfect di­ 
gestion, th a t m an’s splendid mus­ 
cular build and posture and the 
other fellow ’s feet and the com­ 
posite is w hat you call a normal 
person in perfect health. B ut he 
isn’t norm al a t all. You find him 
in probably one in five million peo­ 
ple and his perfect health is simply 
an abstraction or a theoretical 
ideal. 
No; disease or illness is the lot 
of man far more than perfect 
health. 
All the elem ents th a t go to make 
tip even a reasonably healthy hu­ 
man organism are very complex. 
One of these elem ents th a t we are 
inclined to forget is chronom etry, 
or the norm al passing of tim e, the 
normal development of v a r io u s 
functions at the proper time. This 
chronom etry is quite as im portant 
an elem ent in health as chem istry, 
body m echanics, bacteria or the 
elem ents of environm ent. 


Schedule of Development 


Our life, in other words, is un­ 
folded according to a tim e schedule 
of development. A little baby is 
not supposed to have any teeth. 
When it does get its first teeth, 
they are small and fragile. Hut 
suppose it was born w ith adult 
teeth and could chew and m asti­ 
cate all kinds of food. This ability 
would be far ahead of its digestive 
powers and an adult mouth and 
adult tastes in food would simply 
overwhelm the stomach and in­ 
testines. 
Ju st so the development of the 
brain can go too fast. A too pre­ 
cocious child is regarded by every, 
body except its parents with a cer­ 
tain am ount of distaste. 
Some people you know are going 
through life on a tim e schedule 
that is all keyed up. They rush 


through life g ettin g things done 
at a rate which makes us dizzy 
and perhaps a t the end appear to 
be old and broken before th e ir 
time. O thers e rr in the opposite 
direction and arc alw ays behind 
and never seem to catch up, either 
with their work or w ith life. This 
secerns to break men down quite as 
much as being in too much of a 
hurry. 


Take Your Time 
E rrors in the chronom etry of 
life may be in the whole or in one 
part. As in the instances I have 
just mentioned, the whole man and 
all his organs may be going too 
fast or too slow. But som etim es 
one p art of the body is ahead of 
the others - the muscles are too 
strong for the personality and the 
dissonance is ju st an evident as 
that in listening to an orchestra 
when the first violin is ahead of 
the piano. 
Then we all know those who in 
youth have been keyed to be ahead 
of all their com panions—they be­ 
long in higher grades in school 
than others of th eir age. O ften, 
in fact usually, I think as tim e 
goes on they fall behind so th a t 
at the age of fifty they arc far be­ 
hind their form er companions in 
the affairs of life. 
H appy is the man who finds his 
body and his mind developing 
naturally through the cycles of the 
age changes, and w ho meets child­ 
hood, youth, manhood, middle age 
and old age on their own term s,
